The constitutionality of the wom- 


an's suffrage, or Nineteenth Amend- 
ment, was sustained by the Supreme 
Court in a unanimous decision ren- 
dered by Justice Brandeis. 


The challenge came from the State 


of Maryland, where Oscar Leser and 
others sought to prevent the regis- 
tration of two women as qualified 
voters in Baltimore. Leser and his 
associates contended that the Consti- 
tuton of Maryland limited suffrage 
to men; that the Legislature of 
Maryland had refused to ratify the 
woman's suffrage amendment, and 
that the amendment had not become 
a part of the Federal Constitution. 
The Maryland Ctate courts sustain- 
ed the amendment. 


The contention that an amendment 


to the Federal Constitution relating 
to additions to the electorate cannot 
be made without the consent of the 
State, the Court disposed of by refer- 
ence to the fifteenth or equal suffrage 
amendment, declaring that '"one can- 
not be valid and the other invalid." 
It pointed out that the validity of 
the Fifteenth Amendment had been 
recognized for half a century. 


The suggestion that several of the 


thirty-six States which ratified the 
Nineteenth Amendment had provi- 
sions in their State Constitution 
which prohibited 
the 
Legislatures 


from ratifying, could not be enter- 
tained, the Court stated, because the 
State Legislatures derived their pow- 
er in such matters from the Federal 
Constitution which '"transcends any 
limitations sought to be imposed by 
the people of a State." 


Action Conclusive on Courts. 


The remaining objection, that the 


ratifying resolutions of 
Tennessee 


and West Virginia are inoperative 
because adopted in violation of legis- 
lative procedure in those States, may 
have been rendered "immaterial,'" the 
Court declared, by the subsequent 
ratification 
of the amendment by 


Connecticut and Vermont. The con- 
tention was disposed of, however, on 
a broader groqnd, the Court stated, 
adding that the Secretary of State 
having issued a proclamation or the 
ratification of the amendment by the 
Legislatures of thirty-sjx States, the 
amendment to all intents and pur- 
poses has become a part of the Con- 
stitution. As Tennessee and West 
Virginia had powe_r to ratify, and had 
officially notified the Secretary ot 
States that they had done so, their 
action was binding upon the Secre- 
tary, and upon being certified by that 
official, had become conclusive upon 
the courts. 


The Court announced in disposing 


of the case, which had been brought 
on appeal on a writ of error, that it 
granted the petition of the parties 
for a writ of certiojari, but the de- 
cision so thoroughly disposed of the 
objectons urged, there seemed in the 
opinion of court officials no proba- 
bility that any argument could be 
presented winch 
could cause 
the 


Court to change its views. 


Another attack upon woman's suf- 


frage was disposed of by the Court 
in an opinion handed down by Jus- 
tice Brandeis. It came from 
the 


courts of the District of Columbia 
and was brought by Cnaries S- Fair- 
child of Xew York, who sought to 
compel the withdrawal of the ratifi- 
! cation proclamation.
